In this condition were bs when as

being menac'd to ſuſtain a ſiege from the 
Huguenots Army, of which the Prince of 
Conde was General, who now for the ſe- 
cond time had begun to declare War 
againſt the King. 
The Prince of 24oxpenſier even in his 
_ childhood had, contrafted a firm , and 
particular friendſhip with the Count of 
Chabanes , who was a man far more ad- 
vanCc'd in years then himſelf, and a perſon - 
of extraordinary merit. This Count had 
been fo ſenſible of the eſteem, and of 
the confidence which. this young Prince 
repoſed inhim, that .contrary tothe en-. 
gagements which he had made to ' the

_ Corrde, who gave him hopes of +|- 
confiderable implogyments in the Huguenots 
party, he dar'4 himſelf for the Catho: * 
licks 3: fince he coufd not reſolve to be op- 
polite in any thing to a Perſon , that was - 
ſo dear to him. ' This alteration of Party 
having no other known foundation, it was 
doubted whether it wererealorno; and

"The Count being of a vety pleaſant, 

and very agreeable humour , he ſoon 
gain'd the eſteem of the Princeſs of Mor-. 
penſeer, and in a ſhort time ſhe repos'd no 
teſs confidence inhim, and had noleſs ami- 
ty for him, then had the Prince her Huſ-, 
band. Chabanes on his fide beheld with

worthy of the greatneſs of her-birth; he 
in a ſmall time render'd her one of the 
moſt accompliſh'd Perſons in the world. 

The Prince being return'd- to Court, 
( call'd thither by the contimuation of the 
War ) the Count remain'd alone with-the 


Princeſs, and began to have a reſpect, and 


att amity for her, proportionable bath to 
her quality, and merits. The confidence 
which they repos'd in each other. , aug» 
mented: on both ſides, but grew fo great - 
an the Princeſs of Monpernſicrs part , that 
ſhe acquainted him with the .inclination 
and aftetion which ſhe had had for the 
Duke of Guiſe : bur ſhe inform'd. him allo 
at the ſame inſtant, that her Love was 
now almoſt extinct, and that there re- 
main'd no more at preſent , then what

And though he was not Maſter of: his 
heart, yet he prov'd fo of his aQions.

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. Ing the Prince of Monpenſer going out, of 


Town to diſtribute ſome orders to keep

finding hex felf ſomewhat comforted | 
through the abſence of the Prince her Hole 
band, ſhe gave ſome aſſurance, and hopes 
of her recovery, her health notwithſtand- 
ing return'd not to. her but with great 
trouble, through the ll diſpoſition of her 
mind, which was again of a new perplext, 
when ſbehbethought- her lf, that ſhe had 
hear'd no news at all of the Duke of Giife, 
during the whole time of her ſickneſs. She 
enquir'd of her Women, if they had ſeen no

theend forſook her, and it yet prov'd a 
new addition to her misfortunes, to learn 
che death of the Count of Chabazes,which 
ſhe ſoon heard of ( through the care which 
the Prince her Husband took'to have her 
acquainted with'it )and the Duke of Guiſes 
Ingratitude made her more ſenſible of the 
lofs of a man whoſe fidelity was ſo well 
known to her. 
Such heavy diſcontents ſoon forc'd her 
eo fink under their weight,and reduced her 
into a condition far more dangerous then 
that from which ſhe was bur lately eſcap'd; 
and as the Marchioneſs of Noirmonftier was 
a Perſon who took as great care ro have 


the addreſſes which were made to her 
taken notice of, as others did to conceal 
them : thoſe of the Duke of Gziſe ſoon be- 
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came ſo publick, that at as great a diſtance. 
and as fick as the Princes of Monpenſier 
was, ſhe heard them confirm'd from ſo ma=- 
ny hands, that ſhe could no longer doubt 
of her misfortune. | 
This news prov'd fatall to her life, ind 
now her courage grew too weak longer to 
ſuſtain the weight of her misfortunes, ſhe 
could no longer reſiſt againſt the grief 
which ſhe had to have loſt the eſtimation 
of her Husband , the heart of her Lover, 
and the moſt faithful'ſt friend that ever 
was, She dyed in few dayes after in the 
prime of her age, one of the moſt Beauti- 
ful'(t Princeſſes of the world , and who 
without doubt had been the moſt happieſt, 
if Vertue and Prudence had but had the 
condud of her actions.
